He Waved Flag. 

Wood made hig ascension at 5 o'clock 
this afternoon the presence of @ 
thousand persons. As the balloon rose 
Wood unfolded an American flag, which 
he waved to the people below. 

Near Nutley the balloon had risen to 
a height estimated at 2,000 feet, and 
Wood, decided to descend, Cutting loose 
the rope that held the parachute to the 
balloon clutching the rope of -his 
horizontal ~bar, Wood plunged down- 
wards. Slowly the parachute opened, 
and. then with moderate speed continued 
the descent. 

Nearing the earth Wood saw that he 
would probably fal! in the Passaic river, 
and waving his flag as a last salute, 
he prepared for a plunge into the river.

of things would have existed unchal- 
lenged today. The Yaqui. country is 
rich in natural advantages. In miner- 
als, in agriculture, in home-making, it 
is probably surpassed by no spot in the 
great southwest.

As information 
is the most urgent need in fighting this 
plague, the first step has been well 
chosen. The city government shouid 
grapple with this problem at once. 

Diseases of the lungs and some others 
are largely conveved through the me- 
dium of dust. This group of diseases is 
the dea@llest and dust !s one of the 
worst dangers that our people are ex- 
nosed to. 

The work of sanitary improvement Is 
vast and complicated, requiring expert 
direction, but the most important itenis, 
‘he most urgent needs, are well un- 
derstood and the remedies have ‘passed 
the experimental stage. 

The chamber of commerce did not he- 
gin to agitate this question too soon, 
-and when the people have been fully 
informed on the subject, they will de- 
mand a great deal more than the bond 
committee, in its conservatism, has rec- 
ommended. 

For my Own part, 
see the issue of bonds 
supply every house in 
pure water. 

It #eems ¢o me that council would be 
wise if it gave itself a margin for con- 
tingencies in the amount of the issue 
for which it asks the consent of the 
legislature. It would be safe to get au- 
thority to submit issues up to two mil- 
lions and then have thorough surveys 
and plans made by experts to deter- 
mine the exact amount of bonds neces- 
aary for each purpose. That {s_ the 
method a well managed corporation 
would pursue, The people would then 
pass on the amounts finally submitted, 
and if any serious mistake had been 
made they could veto. it.

Dixon, Ky., May 31i.—The race riot 
which occurred March 14 at Providence, 
a Village near here, had a sequel early 
this morning in the lynching of Jake 
McDowell, a negro who had confessed

The lynchers appeared at the Dixon 
jail where McDowell was confined, 
awaiting trial, about 2 o'clock this 
morning.

On the Death of I. E. Orchard. 


Editor Constitution. The death in this city 
last week of I. B: Orchard. late editor of 
“Tone,’’ the new musical magazine, removes 
one of the most scholarly writers on the 
American press. He wae born/in Columbia. 
8. C.,, nearly sixty years ago. where his 
father was a distinguished musician before 
him. The son had a musical temperament 
of rare qualities. He spent hie earlier ‘days 
on the local papers at Columbia, having de- 
veloped his musical education under his 
father. He afterwards went to Atlanta, Ga.. 
in the early 80's) where he was taken up 
by the late Henry W. Grady on The At- 
lanta Constitution. who esteemed him a.man 
of exceptional ability. 

As a writef on the musical press of New 
York for many years, he came in contact 
with the intense jealovsies which seem to 
rage among musical people. yet he wae tact 
ful and hence Commanded the esteem of the 
highest in the profession. Orchard’s cul- 
ture was pronounced. kie rose to 
heights as a writer of pure English. and no 
matter whether he penned a paragraph 
a petition, his elegant style dominated. In 
all New York with its thoveands of gifted 
writers, not one was Orchard's superior, and 
on musical topics, few ever approached him. 
He had a genius for apt expression and 
dressef his thought in such raiment that his 
words were resplendent as sunshine, giftter- 
ing as jewels, meliow as gold. In all of his 
modulations, there was the tona! quality of 
rhythm in writing, which made his works 
always the tIrrepressible productions of 
genius. 

The standam of the Amertcan musical 
presse was never to his liking, and for years 
he fed his desires in this direction on hope 
and was always yearning ‘for his own ideal 
publication. Finally he got himself together: 
his plans were’ formulated and after months 
of endeavor and careful planning. te brought 
out in April of this year the first copy of 
‘“Tone.”” It had a sensational reception, 
though a modest one =I foresaw his triumph 
before it cagmne, for I knew “the force of the 
man and .realized that the public would 
sive him a cordial welcome. This is exactly 
whet happened, and the second issee of 
‘“Tone,’’ which came out a few days before 
‘is final illness, was the culmination of his 
aspirations in fullest fruition. Orchard’s tri- 
umph was complete. his desires had been sat- 
isfied, his aim had shot true, and his splen- 
did success was all his own, but like many 
another planning entered into between man 
and destiny. his mantle fell from his shouwl- 
Gers just when he, chisel and maliet in hand, 
stood carving @t the figure of Truth which 
his hands were fashioning; hia head drooped 
to one side and he was limp beside the cre- 
ation of his own genius.

Commission to Investigate 
Currency Question Has 
Organized. 


WasHtington, May 3!i.—The currency 
commission appointed yesterday by 
Vice President Fairbanks and Speaker 
Cannon under the terms of the Ai- 
drich-Vreeland bill, held its first meet- 
ing today, and while the meeting was 
only for the purpose of organization, 
there was a general discussion of 
plans, and it can ‘be stated that if the 
outline submitted by Senator Aldrich 
is perfected ‘by the work of the com- 
mission the country will be given the 
benefit of such a thoroughy investiga- 
tion and complete an exposition of cur- 
rency and banking as it has never be- 
fore received. 

The commission organized by elect- 
ing Senator Aldrich chairman and Rep- 
resentative Vreeland vice chairman, 
thus recognizing in the two executive 
officers the coauthors of the law un- 
der which the commission was ap- 
pointed. 

Arthur Sheltom, clerk of the senate 
committee on tinance, was chosen 8€C- 
retary of the commmission, and it was 
agreed that the nouse members should 
be permitted to designate an assistant 
secretary, but he was not named today. 
‘Nhe Qneeting was held today because of 
the necessity telt by some of the mem- 


pers of getting away from the city to- 


morrow. It took place at Senator Ald- 
rich's committee room, and continued 
for about two thours, during which time 
there was an informal discussion of the 
work that should be done. 

Senator Aldrich, who becomes the 
chairman of the commission, expressed 
the opinion thatthe country would ex- 
pect from the organization a very com- 
plete presentation of the financia] sub- 
ject, based upon investigations to be 
made not only in the United States, 
but also in the financial centres of 
Europe, and no dissenting voice was 
heard in the entire membership of !8 
representatives and senators. It was the 
general opinion that the commission 
would continue in existence for at least 
three or four years, and the opinion 
was expressed that the investigation 
would prove as important for this coun- 
trv as did that of the old pullion com- 
mission for Great Britain. 

iihe discussion today resulted in the 
appointment of a committee of six to 
formulate a plan of action, and as 
first appointed the committee consist- 
ed of Senators Aldrich, Hale and Tel- 
ler, and Representatives Vreeland, 
Burton and Padgett. Senator Teller 
subsequently declined the office and 
Senator Bailey was substituted in his 
place. The committee will meet in 
New York about the middle of June, 
antl will prepare its plans to be pre- 
sented to a meeting of the full com- 
mission to be held at some seaside re- 
sort in New England about the |J5th 
of July.

Dt Broughton Describes Condi- | 


lions at Washington's School 


PROPHECY AND A. WARNING 


Dr. Len G. Broughton Declares Suc- 
cess of the Tuskegee Institute 
Makes It Necessary for the 
White People to Estab- 
lish Scientific Indus- 
trial Schools. 


“Most of you know that I have just_r2- 
turned from Tuskegee, Alabama, where 
on Sunday I preached the baccalaure- 
ate sermon before the graduating class 
of the Tuskegee ‘Normal and Industrial 
institute, of which Booker T. Washing- 
ton is principal, and being so impressed 
with the situation as I saw it on Sun- 
day, I decided that I could not better 


of Monday to a personal investigation 
of the wonderful work being done in 
that institution,’’ said Dr. Broughton 
last night. “I so expressed myself to 
the principal and he very kindly of- 
fered to send his carriage for me (I was 
the guest of the pastor of the white 
Baptist church in the town of Tuske- 
gee) Monday morning, that I might 
have this opportunity. The whole of 


Monday was spent in this way, and I 
Speak conservatively when I say that 
I have never spent a day with as many 
Surprises and as great interest. 
“After it was al] over and J had time 
to reflect upon what I had seen and 
learned about this wonderful enterprise, 
I decided that I could not spend the 
hour better tonight than in informing\ 
my congregation of what I had seen 
and learned and draw from it such les- 
sons as | feel our own white people 
must Observe, if future conditions and 
Opportunities are to be met. This {1s 
my purpose in speaking as I do tonight. 
About Booker Washington. | 


“First, I want to say a word about 
the principal himself. Perhaps no man 
in this country is better known than 
Booker ‘Washington, and perhaps no 
man is more poorly understood or in- 
correctly reported than is he. 

“He is a man of about fifty years of 
age. He graduated when twenty-two or 
twenty-three years of age from the 
Hampton institute. Hampton, Va. This 
institute was the first of any note at- 
tempting industrial work for tHe col- 
ored people, 

“Almost immediately after his grad- 
uation he went to Tuskegee, Ala., and 
began his work in a smal] school-house 
a reproduction of which is to be seen 
on the campus today. The white people 
of Tuskegee were largely instrumenta! 
in opening up the school which was ‘o 
be conducted on purely Industrial 
lines. 

“Il may say with reference to the 
white people of Tuskegee tnat so far as 
{ could learn the whole community, 
certainly the best people in it, are en- 
thusiastic in their support of the school 
8nd its methods of work. There is the 
most cordial relationship existing. be- 
tween the races and yet a complete so- 
cia! separation is ‘maintained. Indeed. 
such a thing as social equality between 
the races there is not thought of. Thev 
are as distinct in their relationships as 
in any section of the south. This; how- 
ever, does not prevent the interest of 
thé white people in the movement. 

Ne Social Equality. 


“Booker Washington himself is wort!y 
of study. He is 4 man of medium stac- 
ure, perhaps half white, with simple, 
unpretentious manners, ready in con- 
versation, but never self-laudatory or 
-castful; clear-cut In his views against 
social equality for the races. 

“I Know there has been considerable 
criticism of him at this point, and per- 
haps he has made some mistakes in 
this direction, but it would be hard for 
aman of his position and prominence 
in the world, especially in the north 
from where his chief support comes, 
not to make some mistakes. It must 
be remembefed that he is perpetualiy 
besieged with all sorts of social invi- 
tations by the white people of the 
north and abroad. These invitations 
come from people who support his 
movements and he has to be very care- 
ful in guarding himself at this point, 
for he really desires to give no offense 
to the people of the south, where he 
has cast his lot for life. 

“As an executive he is perhaps with- 
out a superior in this or any other 
country. He manages his affairs and 
without friction. He rarely ever takes 
occasion to correct any of the stories, 
choosing rather to forge ahead and let 
his works speak for themselves. He 
is distinctly the head of Tuskegee in- 
stitute. What he says goes, and yet 
he is cautious and conservative enqugh 
and places great stress upon his asso- 
ciates itn the faculty, making them 
feel their part of the responsibility. 

“Religiously speaking, he is a man 
of simple faith and Insists upon a 
practical, working religion for all who 
come in contact with him. As a hus- 


band and father it is said that he is 
all that could be desired. He has a 
beautiful home and it seems to be gov- 
erned with thorough Christian intelli- ! 
gence. -— 

Takes Audience on Trip. 


“But it is not of Booker Washington 
that I deSire so much to speak. What 
I desire is to give you an insight 
into his wonderful achievements. 

The Graduating Exercises. 

“Todo this, I want to take you with 
me and we will go over again my trip: 

“It is Sunday afternoon. The bac- 
calaureate sermon is to be preached 
at 3 o'clock. At 2:30, in front of the 
executive building the students and 
faculty form in procession, led by a 
brass band of from fifty to seventy-five 
pieces. In company with some white 
people from the town of Tuskegee we 
take our stand: at the chapel, where 
we can Inspect the procession as it 
winds around through the campus on 
its way to the chapel. 

‘First comes the band—about as fine 
as I ever heard. Then comes the fac; 
ulty of from one to two hundred, head- 
ed by the principal and the assistant 
principal. Then follows the graduat- 
ing class of about one hundred and 
twenty-five. Then follows the student 
body, fifteen or sixteen hundred in 
number. The men are dressed in mili- 
tary uniform, though not allowed to 
have guns. The women also have their 
uniform. They pass on imto the chapel. 
We then go in and take our seat on the 
platform, the principal taking his seat 
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nounces the order of service, then the 
music begins, leq by a choir of from 
two to three hundred trained voices, 
Supported by a large organ, two grand 
pianos and an orchestra of about fifty 
pieces. .Their music is of the highest 
type. They sing some of the most 
classic pieces, also some of their sweet 
melodies. It is needless to say how 
beautiful it all is. After that, the bac- 
calauerate sermon is preached. 

“The next morning promptly at 9 
o'clock the principal's carriage comes 
to take us again to the institute, and 
we begin our day of inspection,

and, at the same time, to get the practi- 
cal part of their training. The hospital 
is perhaps the poorest equipped of all 
tneir departments, though it is perhaps 
far beter than the average college hos- 
pital. 

Eating Our Dinner. 


“By this time we are ready for dinner, 
and it have no doubt you are wondering 
where and under what circumstances it 
is to be served. We approach a ‘huge 
dining hall, where about twelve or fif- 
‘teen hundred pupils are seated. They 
are seated trom twelve to twenty-five at 
a tapfe. Here the men and women are 
allowed to come together. ‘They dre of 
ail enades of color, from the blackest 
to almost white. 1 could but think of 
Joseph’s coat as I looked upon that 
sceme. ‘I‘he food was splendid, not fan- 
cy, Dut good and wholesome. Il was 
|Specially struck with the fact that it 
was well prepared and served in splen- 
did style. But we do not stay there for 
our meals, but are next taken upstairs 
into the faculty dining room, where 
about two nundred members ot the 
tacuity were dining. Here things were 
Just a little more elaborate. But neitih- 
er dO Wwe stay there. We are taken across 
the buildifig, upstairs to a beautiful suite 
ot rooms and given a seat in the re- 
ception ‘hall. Soon we are invited into 
a private dining room where waite vis- 
itors are entertained. in company with 
the white gentiemen from ‘lusKegee we 
lake Our Seats at the table. No colored 
person 18 in this room except the waiter, 
& girl student. ‘lhe tirst course is soup, 
which Is tollowed by a nice spring chick- 
en On toast. hey are kind enough 
Bive us a chicken apiece. ‘hen follows 
icé cream amd the meal is over. 

“After resting awhile our guide takes 
us in charge again, and we are driven 
Over a@ part or the farm. ‘They have 
thirty-three acres of land, with, I sup- 
pose, more than a thousand acres in 
the highest state of cultivation. Land 
that a few years ago would hardly 
raise a disturbance is now in a high 
State of cultivation. We stop at the 
hennery, where the finest kind of 
chickens and other fowls are raised. 
Something like fifteen or twenty large 
incubators are kept golng all the time. 
I could but remark here, ‘I should 
think it would be an easy matter to 
set your pupils to engage in this line 
of study—raising chickens,’ but as 
quick as a flash the answer came, 
‘Sometimes, I am afraid, it is preferred 
to raise them :in other ways.’ 

Testing the Milk. 


“T will say that in every one of these 
different departments there is a pro- 
fessor, and generally a lecture room 
in connection with the department. The 
Students work ten hours a day. Many 
of them go to school three hours at 
night, and-those who do not take hed 
night course spend the next day in the 
school room, spending ten hours there. 
What a sacrifice—what a struggle this 
is, and what a prophecy it is concern- 
ing the future of that race, especially 
when we consider that there is an 
abundance of money invested their 


“The first thing we see is the execu- 
tive building. In that we find the gov- 
ernment  postoffice. Then a savings 
bank for the use of the students and 
where they are trained in the principals 
of banking; they are also trained in 
the art of saving their small earnings. 
Then we come to the assistant princi- 
pais; then the chamber for the execu- 
tive council, and then the apartment of 
the principal, with his room for secre- 
taries and his own private office. He 
is at his desk at work. On his desk is 
a huge bouquet of rvses taken from 
his rose gardens. His greeting is very 
polite and simple. After engaging in 
conversation for some minutes he turns 
us over to his brother, John Washing- | 
ton, a man sixty-five or seventy years | 
Old, who is the superintendent of indus- 
tries. 

‘John Washington has an interesting 
story. During the time that Booker 
was a student ‘the shoveled coal at a 
low wage to get money to help educate 
him. . After Booker finished his educa- 
tion and began the Tuskegee institute, 
he took his brother John and educated 
him and made him the superintendent 
of his industries, which position he has 
held for over twenty years. He is a 
man of recognized ability in his line. 

The Famous Merry Widow. 


‘Phe first building to be inspected is 
the girls’ industrial building, where they 
are taught everything from mattress 
making down to the making of the lat- 
est “Merry .Widaw’ hat. They make 
these ‘Merry Widow’ hats out of pine 
straw, taking the straw in its different 
stages and drying it, and its colors into 
different shades. They also make them 
out of shucks. I have got a good story 
on the ‘Merry Widow’ hat. Some one 
said that after making a ‘Merry Widow’ 
hat one day out of shucks it was put 
in the sun to bleach, and a stray cow 
came along and ate it up, and that 
night was taken sick and died. I could 
but remark, ‘Il am not surprised that 
she died. She is not the first thing 
killed by a ‘“‘Merry Widow” hat. I have 
known of many good sermons being 
Killed by it.’ 

“In this industrial department are all 
sorts of classes, dressmaking, tailoring, 
mattress making. upholstering, broom 
manufacturing, laundering, millinery, 
and, indeed, everything that women do 
in the way of work. They make some 
of the most beautiful hats and dresses 
that'I] ever saw. All work done in this 
department, as in all departments, is 
done under the direction of a professor, 
and the pupils are graded and marked 
according to their work. 

Men’s Industries, 


in 
schools of learning, so much more than 
we have invested in the education of 
the whites in the south. 

“From here we go to 
stock. They have many 
beautiful colts are seen 
the pastures; but the dairy is of most 
‘interest. Here about three hundred 
milk cows, al] thoroughbreds. are 
kept. Every cow has a name and at 
Stated intervals her milk is analyzed 
under the supervision of the professor 
in this department, and the analysis 
is put on a blackboard after her name. 
They find out how much milk she gives, 
how much cream, the amount of fats, 
the amount of muscle, nerve and bone 
producing matter, and if she falls be- 
low the requirement tn any linexher 
food is changed. If this fails to bring 
her milk up to standard she is turned 
over to the slaughter pen. The idea 
is to produce milk that is a food. They 
can get branch water very cheap ff 
they are simply wanting something to 
drink. What they want {fs food, and if 
the milk does not come up to the stan- 
dard beef is made of the cow. 

“To me this was one of the most 
interesting things that I saw. How 
practicable. I had never seen anvthing 
like it tn anv of the agricultuyil col- 
lemes for the whites that I have vis- 
ited. Why not?. Simply because for 
the most part our agricultural schools 
for whites in this country are farces. 
Y am tn favor of getting down to bus- 
iness and doing some practical work. 

“But by this time it {s getting most 
night and we have to give up our 
close inspection and drive all aroun‘ 
over the grounds and take a hird’s-eve 
view of the situation. There are in ali 
about forty buildings. mMany of them 
stupendous in size, and al! built by the 
students. They do everything that is 
done, from the burning of the brick 
to electrical wiring aml ‘plumbine. The 
fact is, everything at Tuskegee it done 
by theestudents, 

“They get small pav for the work 
that they do and this help= to pay 
their board. This is not sufficient, how- 
ever. and the princimal has to raise 
something like $1f00.0°0O  everv vear 
after -usine the interest on nearly two 
millions of endowment. There is some- 
thine like $850.000 Invested in build- 
ines. and nearlv $2,000,000 InVested ‘n 
endowment. This ts the result of twen- 
tv-geven vears of work. I say again. the 
Hke of this Te not to he found in the 
educational world for the whites. and 
whether we agree with its sovfrit and 
purpose or not. {t is an institution righ? 
at our doors which. if we propose to > 
well informed people, we can not ignore. 
| “The moral and religious life an‘1

Playing over 


“From here we go to the industrial 
building for men, where they make 
everything, from a steam engine to a 
plow. In this building there are ma- 
chine shops, shoeshops, tailoring, black- 
smithing, wagon and carriage making, 
all sorts of farm implements; indeed, 
everything that is used in the mechani- 
cal world. I saw some of as fine bug- 
gies and carriages as I have seen any- 
where made there. They make every- 
thing that is used about the place, and 
fill many orders from the outside. 

“Krom ‘here we go to the agricultura! 
department, where we find all sorts of 
students receiving tnstruction in the | 
latest and most improved scientific agri- 
culture. ‘fhe professor in this depart: 
ment ig about as black as is to be found, 
and he seems to be a thorough scientist. 
fn this départment the students were 
making a test of breads. They were giv- 
en a certain amount of wheat flour and 
a certain amount of wheat flour and 
they baked into bread, and afterwards 
submitted to a chemical test, with a view 
of finding out how much nutrient qual- 
ities each contained. It was found that 
the corn bread contained about a fourth 
more muscle-producing quality than te 
wheat bread, and the lesson was drawn 
in these worde: ‘Do not think it hard 
if you cannot get anything but corn 
pread to eat. It may be that Providence 
is kind to you, after ail, to restrict you 
in this way, for it will enable you to 
‘To do the 
worid’s work, seems to be the motto of 
the whole place. That is the thing tnat 
they endeavored to stamp upon their pu- 
pils in every department. They are made 
to feel that their place in the world is 
to do the world's work. 

‘irom here we drive across to the hos- 
pital. ‘Ihis is an up-to-date institution, 
training nurses and sending them , out 
over the country.to do district nur g:| 
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worthy of study, as the industrial and 
literary work. They have a department 
for Bible study where preachers and 
Christian workers are trained. Regular , 
religious exercises are conducted, and 
the whole student body is looked after 
very carefully in this respect. . 

“The white people of the community 
declare that there.is absolutely no 
trouble made*by the students. The stu- 
dents themselves are neat and clean, 
and the grounds and bulldings are kept 
in the same way. There are two hug23 
bath houses, one for men and one for 
women. One Of the first things they do 
when a new student arrives is to in- 
troduce him to the bath-house, and thn 
they require regular bathing. 

“But I cannot longer dwell upon this 
line. I want vou to think over what we 
have seen and draw some lessons in 
which our own people will” be inter- 
ested. 

A Prophecy and a Warning. 


“We can: see at once that this whole 
movement is. both a prephecy and 4 
warning. It is a prophecy in that we 
find great sums of money, enormous 
sums of money, invested, not only in- 
vested in this institution; but veing in- 
vested in scores of others of a smaller 
type for this same form of industria! 
training, for the colored people of the 
south. We find also that the colored 
people of the south are capable of tak- 
ing this training. There is no‘line cf 
industrial work «they are not capable 
of doing. We find also that they are 
very ambitious, even going through th 
greatest hardships to obtain .education 
along these lines. We also find that 
they are employed as fast as they are 
equipped. Every student in this present 
geraduating class was employed somes 
time before his graduation in different 
lines of industry, ranging all the wav 
from brick masonry to _ professional 
nursing. 

“Now this is the prophecy. that with 
these favorable conditions, the colored 
peonle of the south are going to be 
scientifically trained in industrial work 
Never mind what we think of the ad- 
visability of it, it is here and here to 
stay. 

“The warning consists in the fact that 
for the industrial training of the white 
people of the south there js not one- 
fourth of the money spent on equipment 
and there {s not one-fourth of the 
amount of ambition to be trained. and 
rot one-fourth the willingness to strug- 
gle to obtain it,.-when offered. What 
is to become, therefore, of the vast 
armies of young men and young women 
of the white race in’ the’south who are 
not prepared to do scientific indus?ria! 
work, when the demand is more and 
more for trained and skilled workman- 
ship? It. seems to me that the answer 
is very simple. If present conditions 
are not changed; if in some way indus- 
trial training is not made more thor- 
ough and more easy for our white peo- 
ple, an@ if they, have not installed tn 
them more ambition jn this direction, it 
seems to me that the day igs not far 
distant when either industria} progress 
in the south will stop or the moet 
skilled work will be done by the colored 
people. 

A Better Day Coming. 


“But I do not believe that this is to 
be. I belleve that we are going to be- 
come aroused, and that {is one thing [ 
am trying to bring to pass. We are 
going to become aroused for our race. 
Northern Philanthropy has made the 
opportunity for the colored people. It 
has not made jit for our poor whites. 
What we have got to do is to equip 
Ourselves. The men of means in: the 
south that see this situation and are 
détermined to keep their race at the 
f@:efront have got to go down in their 
peckets and equip. their own institu. 
tions and make the way possible for 
the industrial: education of their own 
people. 

“But this is not all. 

a quickening of the ambitions of 
our young people. I think that here in 
Atlanta thousands of you young women 
and young men that have to work in 
the day and cannot stop to educate 
yourselves, ought to educate yourselves 
in the various night schools that are 
being formed and are to’ be formed 
the city., If you cannot have night 
school privileges you can at least -im- 
prove yourselves by reading and studyr- 
ing at night in your homes. The trou- 
ble with our white young people is 
they have no ambition on this line. Soa 
many of them fool and frolic away their 
time and are content with a pittanes 
of a wage when they might in a few 
years and by availing themselves of the 
splendid opportunities that they have, 
fit themselves for higher positions in 
life. 

“This thought has literally consumed 
me for years, and it is the main reas 
son why I have -been led into institus., 
tional church work: I shall never be“ 
satisfied until in connection with our 
own tabernacle work we have a great 
night college, teaching all Hewes of in- 
dustry, as well as giving literary 
courses, preparing our busy young men 
and ‘women to meet the emergenctfes 
there are to confront them under the 
changed conditions that are rapidly 
coming in our southjand, 

“Young men and young women, let 
me say to you that the future contains 
problems that you cannot afford to over- 
look. You have got to meet them, and 
they cannot be met by hot-heads; they 
must be met by calm and philosophic 
reasoning. If you would maintain in 
this country that position which God 
has endowed you-to maintain, if you 
continue as a race to be the evangels 
of the highest civilization, you have got 
to be prepared, mentally, physically and 
spiritually. There is no victory for that 
people, however well endowed, that im- 
agines that because of their.endowment 
they can succeed. Victory comes to 
those who realize their opportunities 
and prepare to meet them.” _

FRENCH PLAY WAITING GAME. 


Await Developments Regarding the 
Rival Sultans of Morocco. 


Paris, May 3!.—The government this 
week will define before the French par- 
liament its position relative to the edu- 
cation of the Chaouia district in Mo- 
rocco by publishing its instructions to 
General D’Amade, the. commander of 
the French forces in Morocco, which, 
already, have been communicated to the 
powers. These provide for the gradual 
withdrawal of the French troops and 
their replacement by a native Moorish 
contingent as rapidly as this can be or- 
ganized, 

So far as the situation regarding ths 
two sultans is concerned, France in- 
tends to await developments. The chaice 
of Abd-E)-Aziz, the sultan of record, to 
retain his office, seem almost hopeless, 
But it is thought that there might be a 
shift in fortune.

It ts often more convenient. and it is 
always desirable, to resort to shading 
the plants. It is surprising what «a 
Slight covering will pnt a tobacce 
piant from the too flerce rays of the 
mid-day and afternoon sun. A plece of 
last year’s cornstalk or a chip or bark, 
or a piece of rotten wood from a near- 
by stump, or a mere stray jieaf from the 
_near-by forest will answer. 

In the ordinary kitchen garden there 
is nothing better for shading a young 
plant than a plece of newspaper, say a 
foot square, laid over it and. held in 
place by a stone or clod or a little soll 
on the edges. Yes, there is something

It is better known 
around here by the name of ‘Bell 
flask,’ or ‘Bell fountain.’’ You can't 
raise peas in corn where it grows un- 
less you plow them as much as Oonee. 
‘ How Would jt do after the peas come 
up if the clover comes up s0O thick as 
to smother the peas out, to put my 
hogs o§ it?

Answer-—In middle Georgia we rarely 
Sow cowpeas for either seed or hay 
later than the last week in July. and I 
doubt if you will get Satisfactory re- 
sults when sown any later, even as low | 
down as Toombs county. 

The ordinary medium early varities 
cowpeas are usualiy ready to mow 
for hay in ninety to one hundred davs 
after date of sowing, so you may ecal- 
culate for yourself. l consider the 
first half of June the ideal time for 
sowing cowpeas for hay. and they usu- 
ally do well sown during the § first 
week in July. When sown any time in 
Jume the vines wil! be ready to cut 
some time in September—the dryest 
month of the year, and therefore the 
most favorabie for haymaking.
